9. Use of compounds of the formula (I) or (I-A) as defined in Claims 1 to 6 for preparing 
medicaments. 

10. Use of compounds of the formula (I) or (I-A) as defined in Claims 1 to 4 for preparing 
medicaments for the prophylaxis and treatment of stroke, arteriosclerosis, coronary heart 

15 diseases and dyslipidaemias, for the prophylaxis of myocardial infarction and for the 

treatment of restenosis after coronary angioplasty or stenting.
